Present claims 1 and 3-89 relate to an extremely large number of possible 
compounds/methods. Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or 
disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is to be found, however, 
for only a very small proportion of the conpounds/methods claimed. In the 
present case, the claims so lack support, and the application so lacks 
disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
is impossible. Consequently, the search has been carried out for those 
parts of the claims which appear to be supported and disclosed, namely 
those parts relating to the conpounds/methods where X is a direct bond 
(as is found in all of the exemplified compounds) 

One reason for the limitationis due to the ambiguity as to what is really 
claimed. It is noted, from the description, but not the claims, that aryl 
is not meant to have the standard meaning given to it by IUPAC. Not only 
are non standard meanings (e.g. heteroaromatic ) intended, but also the 
term "optionally substituted" with no limitation as to the type and 
amount of substitution. The term 2optionally substituted" is not allowed 
for the reasons given in the first 2 sentences of this paragraph. It is 
further noted that there are no examples of "aryl" being other than 
phenyl. On page 13, line 22 naphthyl is also referred to which falls 
within the classic definition of aryl. Accordingly aryl has been 
understood to only refer to phenyl and naphthyl. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims, or parts of 
claims, relating to inventions in respect of which no international 
search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
international preliminary examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
